THIRTY-SIXTH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


MONDAY, Jan. 19, 1874. 


The Senate met promptly at 11 
o’elock, Lieut.

On motion of Mr. Morehead, of 
Rockingham, the bill to change the 
times for holding the Courts of Chat- 
ham and Rockingham counties, was 
taken up and passed its several read- 
ings under a suspension of the rules. 
Both of these counties are in the same 
(the 7th) Judicial District, and the 
counties above named only make an 
even exchange of their time. The 
bill was, on motion, immediately en- 
rolled. 

The House bill to prevent the pur- 
chasing of cotton in less quantities 
than a bale, between the hours of sun- 
set and sun-rise was, on motion of 
Mr. Ransom, taken up under a sus- 
pension of the rules and passed its 
several readings.

Ransom offered an amendment 
providing that the section authorizing 
the counties to subscribe to or indorse 
the stock of the Company, be stricken 
out. The question on the amendment 
was discussed at considerable length 
by Messrs. Ransom, Humphrey and 
Norwood for, and Messrs. Scott, 
Worth and Merrimon against. The 
amendment was lost by 22 nays to 16 
ayes. 

Mr. offered an amend- 
mend providing for the Directors of 
the Company, and naming the same. 
Lost. 

Other amendments were offered by 
Messrs. Humphrey and Ransom, 
which were defeated. 

The bill then passed its third read- 
ing by ayes 26, nayes 14. 

On motion of Mr. Worth, the bill 
for the adjustment of the State debt 
was made the special order for 12 
o’clock to-morrow. 

Adjourned.

their public duties. The population 
of the proposed new county equals 
the number of not less than forty 
other counties of the State. The same 
obtains of its taxable property and 
voting strength. It has been the 
settled wish of the peonle residing in 
country portions of New Hanover to 
ask this favor at the hands of the 
Legislature for many years. 

Reference to acts of Assembly 1858- 
’59 will show the bill then 
both branches of the Legisla’ure b 
large majorities. In the hurry of ad- 
journment, the act supplemental 
thereto was not acted on then, butthe 
matter rested until the present ses- 
sion. 

The petitioners, constituting the 
solid men and tax-payers of that por- 
tion of New Hanover, now come be- 
fore the Legislature, influenced by 
motives only to advance their own 
interest without injuring the State or 
any other county in it. We accord 
to Mecklenburg and Orangetheir due 
share of historic fame, but we claim 
that New Hanover should not be en- 
tirely torgotten in the Revolutionary 
history of ’76. On the soil of this 
proposed new county stands the mon- 
ument, erected by the voluntary con- 
tributions of agrateful people, to com- 
memorate the achievements of the 
dead hero whose name we desire our 
new county to bear.

Remarks ot Mr. Murphy in the Senate 
Favoring the Passxge vf the Act 
to lay off and Estabiish the New 
County of Lillington. 

The following remarks of Senator 
Murphy, we give place to at the re- 
quest of the friends of the measure : 

Mr. President :—1I propose to-day 
to 4 briefly, not wishing at this 
late hour to detain the Senate with 
anything like a lengthy speech, and 
but for the facet of so frequent allu- 
sions to my position and previous 
statements, would not consider it 
worth while to trouble the Senate 
with any further discussion of this 
question. I shall only recite a few of 
the many reasons why this county 
should beestablished, and allude only 
to two or three of the long list of 
grievances so long borne by the citi- 
zens of that section of New Hanover 
county; grievances Known and ac- 
knowledged time and again by the 
Senator from New Hanover, as fully 
justifying this county movement. If 
it were possible to be surprised at 
anything the Senator would do, I[ 
should be both surprised and 
mortified at the complete somer- 
sault of the Senator since he 
introduced the bill and urged the 
committee to recommend its passage, 
having promised (I have been in- 
formed) to advocate the measure be- 
fore the Senate. Now he not only 
has changed front, but presents be- 
fore the Senate enough of paper, 
pasted together, purporting to be 
signed by citizens of the proposed 
county to be appalling to the weak 
and timid, we of the east are accus- 
tomed to these extravagant demon- 
strations of these poor deluded fol- 
lowers of place hunting demagogues 
whocan upon short notice at any 
time drum upa great parade, under 
the inspiration of processions, drums, 
flags, money and mean whiskey, and 
not only sign their own names but 
every Name Within the grasp of their 
fertile memories, and were the ques- 
tion submitted to the popular vote in 
accordance with the proposed amend- 
ments tothe bill there could be im port- 
ed and colonized into the territory 
votes enough and tospare to defeat it. 
Wedonot charge thatit would be done 
in this instance, but the history of 
the past and human nature controlled 
by ignorance and prejudice ought to 
be sufficient to warn us against such 
a contingency. If the amendment 
is adopted, the friends of the bill feel 
that the measure may prove worth- 
less and would prefer it killed out- 
right. Strife, dissention and_ bad- 
biood generally, would attend such 
submission of the question. We have 
shown the Senate who it is that peti- 
tions for the county. More than a 
thousand names, not written in one 
handwriting Jike the counter peti- 
tions, Which, according to strict par- 
liamentary usage, some of them 
would not be allowed before this body, 
but the names of men known to 
several Senators as men of 
influence, integrity and property, 
as to the doubt expressed by some 
Senators as to propriety and precedent. 
We wouldsay that the precedents are 
with us in the formation of not only 
counties, but parts of counties, and 
other important matters, where the 
General Assembly in its wisdom, for 
good cause shown, exercised the con- 
trolling power. We ask the Senate 
to pass the billas recommended by 
the Committee. 

Mr. President, not far from the 
centre of this proposed new county, 
I first saw the light. My boyhood 
and early manhood were passed there. 
I, myself, Know those people, and 
know something of their wants and 
wishes, and I feel well assured that 
nine-tenths of the rea/ true men and 
property hoiders there have signed 
(hese petitions. Nor dol honestly 
believe that with the present popula- 
tion, either now or next week or 
next year, Will fourteen hundred 
bona fide citizens be found within the 
propused limits to petition against it. 
if the Senator from New Hanover is 
honest in his representation, he has 
been imposed upon. No sir—pen, 
ink and paper made some of those 
citizens, not residents within the 
preposed counties. The Senator him- 
self has given us another weapon, if 
one was needed, showing a necessity 
for the desired separation. Himself 
drew from a witnessin Court the 
fact that runners and drummers were 
sent out systematically through the 
county townships by hungry and im- 
pecunious Officials, disgraceing the 
name of the magistrates in the city of 
Wilmington for the purpose of hunt- 
ing up ali sorts of petty cases to be 
returnable before them for examina- 
tion and miuleted in for fine and 
costs. 

Added to these, the Courts are held 
almost interminably, Causes accumu- 
lating and continued from year to 
year, Witnesses worn out with watch- 
ing and delays, loss of time and loss of 
money,parties tosuits suffering,jurors 
frequently taken from their homes,ex- 
cessive assessinents of taxes by coun- 
ty officials unacquainted with the 
people or of their ability or inability 
to bear heavy taxation, long and te- 
dious distances to be traveled by ail 
having business with the Courts and 
heavy expenses while there. 

These, Mr. President, are some of 
the reasons that have impelled these 
eleven hundred men to pray tiis 
honorable body to set them apart, 
that they may manage their own 
county affairs. They have the re- 
quisite population, larger than about 
thirty of the existing counties in the 
State many of them tormed almost as 
many years ago,they have the wealth, 
intelligence and energy to become 
one of the foremost eastern counties, 
they have once before in the Legisla- 
ture of 1858-’9, secure the passage of 
a bill similar in its provisions to this 
one, butowing to the failure to pass 
a supplementary bill it was Inopera- 
tive, and the warlike conditions of 
things at the next session overshad- 
owed all local questions, thus Sena- 
tors will see this desire did not spring 
up in the recent past but has come 
down asa sort of inheritance from 
sire to son, until after long forbear- 
ance they have risen up almost sim- 
ultaneously as in the majesty of their 
might and with one heart and one 
voice declare in favor of a separation, 
untrammelled by party or faction 
and fixed by you now; absolutely, 
beyoud contention or cavil, will you 
hear their prayers and grant their 
petitions? We believe you will. 

Mr. President, I will say no more, 


feeling such a warm interestin the = 
welfare and wants of these people, I 


could not say less.
